T here are m any thousand Indians In 
our charge who are entirely self sup­ 
porting, capable, th rifty , farsighted, 
sensible m i*. 
And singularly enough 
these are m ost often 
found am ong 
those tribes which w ere m ost savage , 
and ruthless in m aking w ar upon the 
w hites. 
Som e of these are indeed so 
farsighted th a t they do not w ish to en 
joy full independence because their 
property would then becom e subject 
to taxation. 
O thers are attached by a 
tribal sentim ent and by the n atu ral 
conservatism of the Indian to existing 
conditions. 
Still others are held to 
governm ental control in part because 
of the entanglem ent of their tribal af 
fairs.
